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The Experiment Station herd at 
sussex was Bang’s free for eight 
years. We bragged about it and 
were proud of it. Many farmers 
asked for advice on vaccination and 
we said that we were not going to 
vaccinate as long as we had a clean 
herd. In August, 1942, a few cows 
began to show a little reaction but 
ina month or two they were mostly 
reported as negative again. We 
worried about it but hoped it was 
just a passing flareup. In March, 
1943, a ten-year-old cow in the dry 
stock barn aborted. She had been 
negative just a month before, now 
she was positive in every dilution. 


Opportunity for Research 


We decided to use this opportun- 
ity to study practices for the control 
of this disease and will tell New 
Jersey livestock men at regular 
intervals our results. So much 
undercover vaccination of calves and 
adults has been practiced in this 
and many other states in the past 
five years that the American Dairy 
Science Association at its June, 
1943, meeting passed a resolution 
urging that further study and re- 
search on adult vaccination be made 
so that all dairymen might have 
more facts about the control of 
Bang’s disease. The few experiments 
which have been conducted with 
adult vaccination have left many 
questions unanswered. While the 
New Jersey study will probably also 
leave questions to be answered it 
does offer facts in a herd of cattle 
being maintained most similarly to 
other herds in the state. The results 
of the work will be public property 
available to everyone concerned.

their application and how they may 
be used is not in our province. Some 
studies have been under way in the 
college herd at New Brunswick but 
these will be expanded if present 
plans for research can be carried 
out. 

; The Program to Date 

At Beemerville, the Station’s herd 
consisting of approximately seventy 
Holsteins and eighty-five Guernseys, 
six months of age or older, has been 
under supervision as a negative herd 
for the past ten years. A program 
of calfhood vaccination was insti- 
tuted here in May, 1943, due to the 
fact that some suspicious animals 
appeared among the young stock. 
Since this date eleven calves have 
been vaccinated subcutaneously’ 
with 5 c.c. of the vaccine and an 
equal number of calves were vac- 
cinated by the newer method of in- 
jecting from 0.2 to 0.3 c.c. of the 
vaccine intradermically.? In this 
way it is possible to compare the 
response of the calves to these two 
methods of vaccination. 

On June 29 the vaccination pro- 
gram was enlarged to include all of 
the unbred heifers over seven 
months of age. The intradermic 
method was used because of the re- 
port of the Maryland Experiment 
Station which indicates that after 
this type of vaccination of calves and 
older animals they do not remain re- 
actors over as long a period as when 
the subcutaneous method is used. 

On July 27 of this year, four 
adults and thirteen bred heifers in 
this herd became reactors and five 
adults and three bred heifers became 
suspicious to the blood test. Because 
of the continued slow increase in the 
number of reactors and because the 
research in progress makes it imper- 
ative that everything possible be 
done to keep this herd breeding 
regularly, it was decided to subject

the entire herd to adult vaccination. 
Work reported by the California 


Experiment Station indicates that 
after the subcutaneous vaccination of 
adults, many of the animals remain 
reactors four to five years or longer. 
Since it is desirable that the Beemer- 
ville herd be returned to a negative 
status as soon as possible, the use 


of the subcutaneous method was 
ruled out. 

Since the Maryland Station work 
indicates that the _  intradermic 


method of vaccination imparts some 
degree of immunity to the animals, 
it was decided to vaccinate the adult 
herd intradermically. 
At New Brunswick 

The herd at New Brunswick now 
consists of fifty-eight animals six 
months of age or older. Thirty-six 
of these animals were vaccinated as 
calves. Seven of the adult animals, 
which were not given calfhood vacci- 
nation, were recently vaccinated by 
the intradermic route. These seven 
animals are paired with a similar 
number of non-vaccinated adults 
which have been left as controls. 

Eleven of the animals which were 
vaccinated as calves are now more 
than five years of age. Since it is 
thought by some workers that the 
immunity resulting from calfhood 
vaccination may not last beyond the 
fifth year, six of these animals have 
been revaccinated by the intradermic 
route. The remaining five have been 
left as controls. 

Plan at the Dairy Research Station 

Since very little is known about 
the proper dosage of the vaccine 
when used in this way, three differ- 
ent methods will be tried. For this 
purpose the herd will be divided into 
two equal groups. This selection will 
be made on the basis of age, and the 
breeding and blood test history. 

Group No. 1 will receive 0.2 c.c.

The Professor 


of Whirlwind Hill

Editor’s Note: Since the original publication of this story last December 
the herd has been re-classified and the 40 head of classified animals now 
score 83.56.

above feed cost averaging $314.50 per cow. 


HAT do you look for and hope to see when you 

walk into a man’s dairy barn? No, don’t tell me, 
I know! You hope to see a line of nice straight-backed, 
deep-bodied cows with well-shaped udders. But isn’t 
it true how often you find only one or two of that kind— 
the kind that make your eyes pop. 


What type of udder should a “very good” cow carry? 
Is it practicable for a city man to engage in breeding 
dairy cattle? How long does it take to learn the busi- 
ness? What is the correlation between your pencil and 
your pocketbook? All of these questions and more are 
answered in this article. 

Sometime in 1940 I learned that Professor James 
Marshall Osborn, Research Associate in English at Yale 
University, was interested in purchasing some registered 
Holsteins. While I did not realize it at the time, I have 
since come to know that he is the author of books on 
John Dryden, the great 17th century poet, and other lit- 
erary subjects. 


I approached my first meeting with the professor hop- 
ing he would somehow manage to be a practical fellow, 
interested in sound and tested fundamentals of breeding

.imitted that the man is the most important part of the 
other half. 

In the case of the Whirlwind Hill herd the man be- 
sing the herd is most important because this is an as- 
smbled herd, and one cannot blindly acquire so out- 
sanding a group of registered cows for an average cost 
omitting two recent purchases) of only $225 per head. 
The H.LR. production average for the herd last year was 
12.134 pounds of milk, 3.7% test, and 444.3 pounds of 
utterfat on 2X milking. For 1943 the D.H.1LA. produc- 
‘ion figures were 450 lbs. fat, 3.8% from an average of 
°5% cows. The H.I.R. year ends in April. 


The profit over feed cost last year was, according to 
DHLA. figures, $288 per cow for a herd of 30 head 
carried in stanchions. The year before the average return 
was $253 per cow above feed cost and in 1943 reached 
the high mark of $314.50. This is most impressive when 
rou keep in mind that these animals were all purchased 
at an average cost of $225 each. “This,” he says, “shows 
that Holsteins will return three nickels for a dime.” 


Logic and Arithmetic 


Professor Osborn is the best ‘‘pencil pusher’’ I have 
ever become acquainted with. Every part of the program 
must be based on logic, but to pass final muster must 
prove out arithmetically. For instance, I said, ‘‘Now, 
professor, please tell me, how did you come to choose 
Holsteins.”’ 


“Well,” he said, “when I began to figure I discovered 
that with 60 average Holsteins and a standardizer I 
could produce 5% milk plus an additional amount worth 
$1,000 per year, more than I could with 60 cross-bred 
cows whose natural average was 5% milk.’’ This recalls 
some of the problems of selling milk that we faced dur- 
ing the depression of the ’30’s, and don’t be too sure such 
conditions may not return.

“The standardizer,” he said, “is one of the greatest 
boons to dairy farmers since the importation of the first 
purebred animal. Like the Babcock test and the develop- 
ment of mechanical refrigeration, it is one of the great 
milestones in the development of dairy farming.”’ 

Strong Believer in the Herd Test 

His opinion regarding testing for production is just 
as emphatic and straightforward. He is a strong believer 
in the Herd Test, keeping year after year records of pro- 
duction and cost of feed, etc. 

“Today we work in a world where scientific progress 
depends on knowing all the available facts. Farming is 
no exception. The dairy herd is a milk factory which 
must be run efficiently or fail. If we expect to use scien- 
tific methods in our fioal of better breeding we must 
strive to obtain the maximum amount of evidence.” 
Those are sweeping statements, but they make sense, and 
sense is what we need in the dairy business. 

His Breeding Program 

Many of next year’s calves born in the Whirlwind 
Herd will have an average for their six or seven nearest 
dam os over 800 pounds of butterfat. Again this is the 
result of keen foresight and pencilwork, and directly I 
shall explain how this is possible from a herd of cows that 
averages much less. 

From the very outset much reliance was placed in the 
udvice of the eminent cattle-breeder and lady who is his 
neighbor, namely, Mrs. Waldo S. Kellogg, of Osborndale 
Farms. Mrs. Kellogg and her farm manager, Mr. Fred 
M. Nichols, advised a line-breeding program. After ex- 
haustive studies Professor Osborn chose to linebreed to 
Johanna Rag Apple Pabst and Sir Bess Ormsby May. It 
is significant that those two sires have many attributes 
to recommend them. Both are transmitters of high test 
with high production. Both are extremely popular

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How Fast Can Dairy Cattle Populations 
Be Increased? 


By J. R. DAWSON and R. R. GRAVES, Bureau of Dairy Industry, Agricultura] 
Research Administration, United States Department of Agriculture 


HE war has seriously depleted livestock numbers in 

many European countries and many people are won- 
dering how much time will be required for the herds and 
flocks to be restored to normal size. 


On several occasions recently, European representa- 
tives in this country have asked the Bureau of Dairy 
Industry for information about how fast the dairy cattle 
populations could be rebuilt with the natural increase. 

Although it was impossible to answer that question 
definitely for any foreign country, we have made some 
calculations which indicate that the number of milking 
cows could be doubled in from 7 to 9 years, if breeding 
and management conditions were similar to those in the 
United States. 


In making these calculations, we chose two hypo- 
thetical herds of 1,000 milking cows each, each herd 
representing an extreme case with respect to the number 
of animals on hand at the start. In one case we assumed 
that no replacement heifers of any age were on hand, 
and in the other that the number of heifers was suffic- 
ient to maintain the present size of the herd. 

The results of our calculations, as shown in tables 
1 and 2, were based on the following assumptions: 

1. That there would be no culling of cows for low 
production and that an attempt would be made to raise 
all heifer calves for replacement purposes until the herd 
reached the desired size. (Sales of cows for breeding 
purposes or milk production within the country were 
not considered, since they would not affect the dairy 
cattle population as a whole). 

2. That half the calves born would be female. 

3. That the breeding efficiency would average 85 
percent: that is, 85 out of every 100 cows would con- 
ceive and give birth to living calves each year. (This 
average is based on studies made by the Bureau of 
Dairy Industry in 106 herds containing more than 2,400 
cows, in three states.) 

4. That 78 per cent of the heifer calves born would 
live, breed, and enter the milking herds as 2-year-olds. 
(This average is based on results in breeding herds 
maintained by the Bureau of Dairy Industry in widely 
separated regions of the country. These herds include 
3 breeds of cattle, and the practice is to raise every 
heifer calf born if possible. Out of 2,081 heifer calves 
born in these herds, 1,631 or 78.4 per cent have been 
raised and placed in the milking herds. This was a loss 
of approximately 22 per cent from birth to 2 years of 
age. A loss of 13 per cent occurred from birth to 1 
year of age, and 10 per cent of the remainder were lost 
before they reached milking age*. Losses from birth to 
milking age, reported by Thompkins in herds at Iowa 
State College, were 22 per cent and losses reported by 
Savage and McCoy in herds at Cornell University were 
23 per cent. 

5. That 12 per cent of the cows in the milking herds 
would die each year or be removed for various other 
reasons, including sterility, injury, disease, and other 
ailments, but not including low production or sale for 
dairy purposes. (This average is based on results of two 
separate studies of dairy-herd-improvement-association 
herds in which reasons for removal of the cows were 
determined. Seath of the Kansas Agricultural College 
found that of the total number of cows that left the 


* This included animals sold because of sterility. 
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herds each year, 15.6 per cent were removed for reasons 
other than low production and sale for dairy purposes 
Bang’s disease accounted for 4.1 per cent ang othe 
troubles for 3.3 per cent of the total. In a similar sty, 
the Bureau of Dairy Industry obtained much joys, 
figures—the corresponding total being 8.01 per cor 
with Bang’s disease accounting for only 1.16 per cent ot 
the total and udder troubles only 1.56 per cent. The tee 
studies probably represent the extremes, so the average 
of the two was used.) 7 

Under the conditions assumed, a herd in which yp 
heifers are on hand at the start would require approyi. 
mately 9 years to double in size, as indicated in table 1, 
An actual increase in the number of cows would no 
occur until the beginning of the fourth year, because of 
losses among the milking cows.

She 
vas grand champion cow at Wiscon- 
sin, Michigan and Kentucky State 
fairs, and is without doubt the high- 
est record cow ever to win a grand 
‘lampionship at a major show. Her 
‘Wo records thus average 1291 Ibs. 
fat, 33575.65 lbs. milk. 

_Only one other cow, Carnation 
sngaad Madcap Fayne, has made 
‘WO yearly butter fat records exceed- 
ing this average. In connection with 
‘er latest record it should be men- 
ioned that Carnation Homestead 
oy Mutu il is bred to freshen again 
“ April, thus carrying a calf for 
about five months of her record. She 


is a cow of immense size, weighing 
close to 2100 lbs. 


Her pedigree is interesting. She 
is one of the older daughters of Gov- 
ernor of Carnation, present senior 
sire at Carnation, and is his highest 
record performer to date. Notable 
sisters are Carnation Homestead 
Princess Inka, in the last report, 
with 1245.3 lbs. fat, 28498.6 lbs. 
milk, 4.4%, and Carnation Home- 
stead Madcap, world’s champion 
junior 3-year-old, with 1216.4 Ibs. 
fat, 31908.4 lbs. milk, 3.8%, at 3 
years, 2 months. She is the dam of 
the $26,000 bull, Carnation Madcap 
Supreme, top selling bull of recent 
years in our breed. These Governor 
daughters are -doing plenty of busi- 
ness. No other living sire has three 
daughters with records above 1200 
lbs. fat. In fact, only Matador Segis 
Ormsby, now deceased, ever equalled 
or surpassed this showing.

The afternoon program featured 
educational addresses of much inter- 
est. The Illinois Bang’s Control Pro- 
gram was discussed by Dr. Kuttler, 
representing the Federal BAI and 
George A. Fox, superintendent of the 
Illinois Division of Livestock Indus- 
try. Dr. Kuttler described the Illinois 
Bang’s set-up which now provides 
three plans for the use of breeders 
in the control of this disease.

As a newcomer in the dairy business and an ardent 
epthusiast with regard to breeding fine cattle, especially 
Holsteins, I feel that I have something to say to the 
airy farmers of this country, and I hope you will be 
so good as to put this letter in your Magazine, in, if 








nossible, the next issue! 
Newcomers as a rule should keep their mouths shut 
shen discussions of policy, etc., arise in their field, until 





‘hey have had a chance to learn the subject thoroughly, 
.o that when they speak they may do so with assurance 
‘hat they know what they are talking about. However, 
‘here comes a time when one’s wrath becomes exceeding 
sreat and one has to let off steam. Such is my case at 
the moment. 

Three years ago my husband and I bought a farm. I 
had always loved animals and wished to have a few 
pureblooded cows for our own use. We got two Regis- 
‘ered Holsteins. 

Came the war and pleas from every side to ‘‘help the 
war effort’’ to produce more food. Being good Americans 
end wanting to do our part we expanded far more rap- 
idly than we otherwise would have. We liked our Hol- 
steins and got more. At the moment we have a herd of 
35 head of cows, bulls and calves. Seventeen of them 
are the best foundation stock of Holsteins that I could 
buy. I spent far more on them than I could really af- 
ford. The rest, equally fine, are registered Hereford 
beef cattle. My husband has a growing herd of pure 
blooded Registered Hampshire hogs. Not a vast amount 
yet, but a respectable number, and we are really pro- 
ducing a fair sized amount of food stuffs to help in the 
war effort. So what happens? ? ? 

We picked North Carolina as a lovely place to live 
(we come from the north), fine climate, good farming 
land with proper care, and a future in the dairy and 
livestock business because of the great scarcity in these 
things. But the Government had decided to use North 
Carolina as a “Guinea Pig’’. We are obviously the trial 
end error experiment station for all new restrictions, 
and we are getting plenty fed up! 

The latest is milk control and price roll-backs, and 
God knows what. On some of it I understand we are 
the only state yet affected! I will endeavor to present 
the thing as clearly as I have been able to get it. If it 
doesn’t make any sense, well it just doesn’t make any 
sense to any of us here. 






































Due to the few dairies here, the increasing population 
and the huge Army camps, there has been such a short- 
age of milk that thousands of gallons daily have been 
imported from other states to help out. Local farmers 
aid dairies have imported several thousand head of 
cattle to try and increase the home production. The 
Holstein-Friesian Association has been of great help. 
They sent us Allen Crissy to arrange for more cows to 
be shipped to us. Our State College Extension service 
has slaved for us. They have all been fine and we were 
beginning to get somewhere. On our own farm a lot of 
mY young stuff will just come into production this spring, 
0 that we should double our output by the end of the 
year. So low and behold, now we are told that we must 
not sell any more consumer milk than we did last June. 
The balance must be used to make powdered and pro- 
cessed milk to be sent overseas. Fine, but—if we must 
ship our milk to the middle west to be processed, hav- 
te not enough plants to do it here, while we are still 
Peeting fluid milk from the middle west for home 
en we fail to see where any of this is helping! 

ouldn’t it make more sense for the boys out west to

keep their milk and process it right there and let us 
produce all we can to take care of our local markets? 

As if the above, coupled with all sorts of price con- 
trols and cock-eyed subsidies were not enough to turn 
us gray, now they have ordered our one processor and 
the state’s largest wholesaler, George Coble, to roll back 
lis wholesale price 3c a gallon, and as he handles be- 
tween 35,000 and 50,000 gallons a day this put a tasty 
Lit of red ink in his books. As this does not benefit the 
consumer or anyone else (the local retailers say they 
will have to pay much higher prices to replace his milk) 
this gentleman is feeling very discouraged and decidedly 
behind the “eight ball”. As a result he this morning 
withheld 35,000 gallons of milk from the market and 
said he will not import or sell any more until some action 
is taken. I believe he is in Washington today with our 
Governor Broughten who is trying to help us. 

What is the answer? Is it as several people think, 
that the North and West dairy operators are getting 
nervous for fear that we are going to be good dairymen 
down here and do them out of some business and are 
therefore, through the powers that be, having the screws 
put on us? It is not a pretty thought,—nor is the one 
that the Government is so sure of the vote down here that 
they can kick us around as they please and then use us 
as the perfect example in getting all the rest of the coun- 
try under their dictatorship? 

Whatever is back of it, somebody is asking for trou- 
ble. There are going to be a lot of farmers who will not 
vote the Democratic ticket down this way. People are 
getting hot. And when the O.P.A. men come to our 
dairymen (and I hear that this has happened twice re- 
cently in our own district) and suggest cheerfully that 
if we are having trouble keeping up production with the 
high cost of feed and we only have to have a low butter- 
fat (these were Jersey and Guernsey herds) why not 
just pour in a little water? I ask you are we supposed 
to sit idly by and take that? One man’s answer was to 
sell out his herd. 

I am, as I said, new in this business, but I love it. I 
am proud of my herd and all my farm. We have worked 
hard. We are good law-abiding citizens and wish to mind 
our own business, but we are not going to be pushed 
around. At our Grange meeting the other night I saw 
some pretty angry men. I heard talk of strikes and 
threats. It made me do some thinking. Have we got to 
resort to John L. Lewis’ methods? Are we going to 
lave to throw out our milk? Not to waste it but to 
force the country to see our plight. To save the milk for 
our children and our fighting sons and daughters. To 
save the hardworking farmers from destroying their 
herds because of bankruptcy. To conserve the food sup- 
ply of this country so that after the war we will not have 
another shortage due to slaughtered hogs, butchered 
dairy cows and plowed under corn. 

Fellow farmers and dairymen. Let us all get together. 
Let us organize. Wake up before you too are in our po- 
sition. Let us protest long and loud, let us make our- 
selves heard so that the consuming public and our fight- 
ers may know that we are trying to help them, that we 
will do our share, and more than our share if we are 
just let alone and given a square deal.

Learning About Bang’s 


E are not able to see quite eye-to-eye with the 
breeders and the disease control officials who have 
so long maintained that calf vaccination should not be 
practiced in a clean herd; that this protective measure 
should be postponed until such time as trouble appeared 
Of course, we have some herds, many herds in fact, 
that have been able to maintain their certified bang-free 
status for long periods. Most of them, we have noted, 
however, are on the anxious-seat every time the annual 
renewal of certification comes up. And they are él 
titled to feel that way, because the history of the prob- 
lem indicates that every year a considerable number o! 
these certified herds experience breaks of greater or 
lesser virulence. They seem to come without rhyme or 
reason, regardless of the degree of care exercised, and 
no breeder can rest entirely easy nor have complete a 
surance that his own herd will not be next to blow UD. 
Prof. J. W. Bartlett, of New Jersey, reports (seé 
leading article in this issue) that after eight years of 
freedom from Bang’s disease, their Experiment Station 
herd that has made such a splendid contribution to 
breeding knowledge, found itself face to face with this 
problem. How they are meeting it is described in detal 
in Prof. Bartlett’s statement.

PUREBREDS IN POST-WAR PLANNING 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Between the tense moments of war, with its brutali- 
ties and horrors, we read every once in a while about 
post-war planning for this or that different type of in- 
dustry in order that they may cope with what they 
ihink will be a new mode of living. Many of the indus- 
tries that have sprung up, due to the war, that never 
manufactured before, are to be transposed into peace- 
time manufacturing. Old line manufacturers who have 
re-equipped their plants with facilities to make essential 
war products are planning to go back to their original 
products. All of this is for the industrial world. 

What About Purebred Dairy Cattle? 

In the post-war planning of an agricultural program 
a grave challenge confronts every breeder of purebred 
cairy cattle. It is the challenge to breed and transfer 
to our neighbor countries enough purebred cattle to re- 
place those destroyed by war, which in many instances 
were nearly their entire holdings. This does not mean, 
however, any animal that is purebred and has a regis- 
tration paper. It means purebred cattle that are bred 
from ancestry with high production that were consistent- 
ly of good type and from herds that are free from all 
communicable diseases. 

Purebreds are not new in these countries. In fact 
they have been the sources of supply of seed stock for 
this country for a great many years. 

‘What resources are available with which to build this 
kind of a program? The largest registry associations in 
the world are located in this country. Each breed associ- 
ation has a production recording department where the 
records of each and every animal entered on test are 
carefully and accurately checked and placed on file. From 
these records the knowledge of ancestral production for 
many generations may be found. The successful breeder 
is one who consistently keeps records and studies them, 
just as a doctor studies his patient. In the extension de- 
partments of all breeding associations there is a well- 
founded program to improve the type of our dairy cattle. 
Herd classification is available to everyone. It has been 
proven that type and production are closely allied, there- 
fore a dual program of testing and classifying should be 
carried on. 

It would be disastrous for the people in these war- 
torn areas to start to rebuild without using a sound 
program. These programs have been carried on in this 
country and to date the hazard of tuberculosis has been 
very nearly terminated. The Bang’s disease problem has 
been a very difficult one to deal with but at present, 
progress seems to be in sight, both through the approved 
berd method and calfhood vaccination. Some states have

If a sufficient number of heifers are in the herd at 
the start to maintain the milking cow ratio, in the num- 
bers indicated in table 2, about 7 years would be re- 
quired for the milking ‘hherd to double in size. 


Since these estimates are based on conditions in 
this country, they may or may not be applicable to cattle 
populations in foreign countries. The losses assumed for 
Bang’s disease and udder troubles might be considered 
high in countries where Bang’s testings and mastitis 
control receive little attention. On the other hand, other 
diseases such as foot and mouth disease would cause 


losses in some countries that are not included in these 
calculations.

COPPER FOR BULL RINGS 

On January 22, 1944, the WPB 
made effective an amendment to 
Conservation Order M-9-C, which 
will now permit the use of copper 
to make nose rings for bulls. The 
action was taken because steel rings 
were found extremely unsatisfactory 
by farmers, who ceased using them. 
It is estimated that about 240,000 
pounds a year of a readily produced 
type of copper rod will be needed 
for the bull rings.

He _ stated that 
ertain advertised remedies have 
reoved up to 90% effective, but cau- 
soned that these treatments do not 
make the animals immune. He urged 
gorking closely with local veterin- 
jrians Without waiting for state or 
federal action. 

Harry M. Wood, National Director 
from Illinois, endorsed by this meet- 
ing for reelection in June, was on 
this program to discuss his experi- 
ences in maintaining a mastitis-free 
nerd. Mr. Wood stated that his suc- 
cess lay entirely in preventive meas- 
yres, as he had never had mastitis 
trouble in his herd. He uses sand or 
limestone in the alley-ways to pre- 
yent injury from slipping; is liberal 
in use of bedding; takes much care 
in drying off his cows and tries to 
keep them in splendid physical con- 
dition at all times. He has purchas- 
ed no females in many years. His 
grain ration is made up of a simple 
home grown mixture of 300 lbs of 
ear corn, 150 lbs oats and 75 Ibs 
soybeans with salt added. He does 
not use silage but is very particular 
to have good alfalfa hay and plenty 
of it.

farm life. Soon after his return to America, he became 
the owner of this 270-acre farm in lower Connecticut 
and the leasee of 90 additional acres. 


At this writing Professor Osborn is way past the 


“beginner” stage; he is a full fledged farmer and breed- 
er with full knowledge and control of all the intimate 
details necessary to establish a truly great breeding herd. 
} venture to predict that the results of his handiwork, as 
it matures through the years, will constitute a lasting 
contribution to animal breeding. The herd and farm are 
‘“figured’’ to a practical basis of operation. 

The inspiring thing about Professor Osborn’s experi- 
ence is the lesson there is in it, and the guidance for 
those who desire to establish a herd of registered cattle. 
His purchase of cows with strnog beautiful udders; his 
practical application of the “pencil” to his operations; 
his studious approach to his breeding program as shown 
by the plan of linebreeding. He has put fundamentals 
first. 

In this connection I may mention thé careful thought 
he gave to the selection of personnel, an important con- 
sideration too often neglected by the man who buys a 
farm. Harold Dederick, the farm manager, is widely ex- 
perienced and is following scientifically accepted meth- 
ods of strip cropping, fertilization and field practice. In 
the barn Dean Rickard is well-known for his ability as 
a herdsman and deserves full credit for the showing of 
the herd. 

In closing I might add that Professor Osborn has 
found time during the past two years to serve as “Di- 
rector of Training and Education” for the Connecticut 
War Council.

now recognized what is known as approved vaccinated 
herds where the animals were vaccinated as calves. It 
is believed that every test known to science will have to 
be applied before cattle will be accepted for export in 
order that the rebuilding project may be carried out in 
the shortest possible time. In other words, the kind of 
an animal that will be selected will be one of high pro- 
duction, good type plus a clean bill of health. 

The breeders of this country can meet this challenge 
by starting now to formulate a program that conforms 
with these requirements. They will, at the same time, 
be making one of the largest contributions toward build- 
ing back the peace for which our armed forces are now 
fighting.

of the vaccin« #hich is the new rec- 
gmended dose. Group No. 2 will 
te given 0.04 c.c. of the vaccine. This 
pall amount will be used because it 
4s already been demonstrated by 
oreliminary experiments in the New 
prunswick herd that this amount of 
mecine given intradermically will 
sroduce a fairly high concentration 
if blood agglutinins, which will per- 
sist as long as three months or more. 
"One half of the group No. 2 will 
be revaccinated intradermically with 
another similar small dose of the 
vaccine at from one to three months 
after the initial treatment. This in- 
terval will be determined by prelim- 
inary work in progress at New 
Brunswick. 
At the College Herd 


As the younger vaccinated animals 
in the College herd reach five years 
of age every second one will be vac- 
cinated intradermically. One group 
will be left as controls. 


If available, reacting animals will 
be replaced with negative non-vacci- 
nated ones as rapidly as possible. 
Two-thirds of these replacements 
will be vaccinated before they are in- 
troduced into the herd. The subcut- 
aneous and the intradermic method 
will be used alternately. Any remain- 
ing non-vaccinated negative replace- 
ments will be left as controls for this 
group. If other means of producing 
immunity against Brucellosis should 
be developed, such method will be 
used on a certain number of negative 
replacements. With the adults now 
in the herd which were not vacci- 
nated as calves, this would give us 
approximately thirty animals, two- 
thirds of which would be vaccinated. 
After the replacement of the reactors 
the animais of the herd would fall 
into the following experimental 
groups: 

Adults vaccinated as calves, and 
more than five years of age, to be re- 
vaccinated. 

Adults, vaccinated as calves, and 
more than five years of age, to be 
left as controls. 

Bred heifers and adults, vacci- 


nated as calves and less than five 
years of age. 


Adults, 
and given 
dermically 


Adults, not vaccinated as calves 
and given adult vaccination subcu- 
taneously. 

Adults. not vaccinated as calves 
and to be left as controls. 

When the herd has been built up 
‘o this status the opsonocytophagic 
index will be determined on each cow. 
This index is a measure of the ability 
of the white blood cells to destroy 
Brucella abortus organisms. The 


not vaccinated as calves, 
adult vaccination intra- 


Maryland Station has reported that 
there may be some correlation be- 
tween the ability of the white blood 
cells to destroy the organism and the 
immunity of the animal to Bru- 
cellosis. After the index has been 
established on each animal in the 
herd, certain animals will be given a 
measured dose of a virulent culture 
of sufficient strength to cause abor- 
tions in the non-vaccinated animals. 
This should give an indication of the 
effectiveness of the various types of 
vaccination. 


The blood from both herds will be 
examined at monthly 
oftener if thought necessary. At pres- 
ent this is being done. Records are 
being kept of all blood agglutination 
titers, breeding and freshening dates, 
and dates of abortions. If funds are 
available, all fetuses from aborting 
animals will be cultured in order to 
determine if the abortion is due to 
Bang’s disease. If sufficient help can 
be obtained, the colostrum will be 
cultured from all animals which are 
carrying a suspicious blood titer at 
the time of freshening. It is impor- 
tant that this should be done because 
it has been shown that the organism 
may be isolated from the colostrum 
more readily than from the milk of 
the lactating cow later on. This 
would give us positive evidence of 
the presence of the organisms in the 





intervals or |i 





body of the animals. 

Milk will be examined for aggluti- 
nins at monthly intervals by the 
same method used in making the 
blood test. The milk from udders 
showing agglutinins will be cultured. 
It is often possible to recover the 
organisms causing Bang’s disease 
from such udders. Such a study of 
the udders should assist very ma- 
terially in pointing out the cows 
which are carrying a virulent strain 
of the Brucella abortus organism. 


As soon as some of the prelimin- 
ary work is out of the way, it is 
anticipated that the scope of the 
project will be broadened to include 
investigations with beef cattle. A 
satisfactory herd is now available at 
New Brunswick and it could be used 
for this type of investigation. Our 
aim at the Dairy Research Station is 
to return the herd to a negative 
status at the earliest possible mo- 
ment with the least possible loss in 
animals and milk. This would be a 
dairymen’s hope. 

The College herd will become a 
testing ground for every possible 
method of Bang’s disease eradication 
and control. We hope our results 
will be of some benefit to the indus- 
try.

EXPERIENCE IN TREATING 
BLOAT 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 


I also read the article in your July 
edition of the World and intended to 
write you regarding a sure cure for 
bloat but overlooked the matter ul- 
til I saw your article in the January 
15th World, “Kerosene for Bloat.” 

We pasture our dairy herd and 
young stuff a great deal on alfalfa, 
and, in spite of great care in doing 
so, we have occasional bloat. 

In the past 20 years in all cases of 
severe bloat we have given the af- 
fected animal a pint of kerosene 
mixed with a pint of milk (if milk 
was not on hand we used water). We 
dilute the kerosene with milk o 
water as it is just as effective and 
does not burn the animal’s throat a8 
straight kerosene does. This rem 
edy has never failed yet, and we have 
had animals that recovered in 10 0 
15 minutes after they had gone 
cown and nearly dead. 

I have read your very interesting 
publication for over 26 years and tt 
has been a great help to me in 07 
dairy business.

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INCOME OF FARMERS 


The income tax returns of farmers, 
including livestock raisers, fruit and 
suck growers, poultry raisers, and 
operators of plantations and ranches, 
will be due on or before March 15, 
1944. 

Farmers may keep their records 
and file their returns of income 
either on the cash receipts and dis- 
bursements basis or on the accrual 
basis of accounting. <A _ consistent 
method must, however, be employed. 
If a cash basis is used, Form 1040F, 
“Schedule of Farm Income and Ex- 
penses,”” is required to be filled in 
and filed along with Form 1040. Use 
of Form 1040F is optional in the 
case of farmers who report income 
on the accrual basis. 

A farmer who reports income on 
the cash receipts and disbursements 
basis (in which no inventories to de- 
termine profits are used) must in- 
clude in gross income for the taxable 
year (1) the amount of cash or the 
yalue of merchandise or other prop- 
erty received during the taxable year 
from the sale of livestock or produce 
which was raised, regardless of when 
raised; (2) the profits from the sale 
of any livestock or other items which 
were purchased; and (3) gross in- 
come from all other sources. 


Under the accrual basis in which 
inventories are used to determine the 
profits, farmers’ gross profits are as- 
certained by (a) adding to the in- 
ventory value of livestock and pro- 
duce on hand at the end of the year 
the amount received from the sale of 
livestock and produce, and miscel- 
laneous receipts of income during the 
year, and (b) deducting from this 
sum the inventory value of livestock 
and produce on hand at the begin- 
ning of the year and the cost of live- 
stock and produce purchased during 
the year. All livestock, whether pur- 
chased or raised, must be included in 
inventory. Livestock acquired for 
draft, breeding, or dairy purposes 
and not for sale, may be included in 
the inventory instead of being 
treated as capital assets subject to 
depreciation, provided such practice 
is consistently followed. 


If farm produce is exchanged for 
merchandise, groceries, or the like, 
the market value of the articles re- 
ceived in exchange is to be included 
in gross income. The value of farm 
Products which are produced by a 
farmer and consumed by his family 
does not constitute taxable income. 
Rents received in crop shares are to 
be reported as income as of the year 
inwhich the crop shares are reduced 
to money or the equivalent of money. 
Proceeds of insurance, such as hail 
and fire insurance on growing crops,

are required to be included in gross 
income. 

Amounts received as loans from 
the Commodity Credit Corporation 
may, at the option of the taxpayer, 
be considered as income and included 
in gross income for the taxable year 
in which received. The election once 
made is binding for all subsequent 
years unless the Commissioner ap- 
proves a change to a_ different 
method of accounting. Amounts re- 
ceived under the Soil Conservation 
and Domestic Allotment Act, as 
amended, the Price Adjustment Act 
of 1938, section 303 of the Agri- 
cultural Adjustment Act, as amend- 


ed, and the Sugar Act of 1937 con- 
stitute taxable income to the re- 
cipients for Federal income tax pur- 
poses.

erd per annum? Let me illustrate: 
Suppose on January 1, 1942 we had 
» herd composed of 3 bulls, 85 cows 
producing milk and 12 dry cows, 
making a total of 100 animals; on 
March 1, we had 3 bulls, 90 cows in 
production and 7 dry cows, making a 
‘otal of 100; on May 1, we had 3 
pulls, 93 cows in production (3 
heifers having freshened and gone 
into the barn) and 7 dry cows, mak- 
ing a total of 103 in the herd; on 
July 1, we had 3 bulls, 90 cows in 
milk (3 having been sold out of the 
herd for health reasons) and 4 dry 
cows, making a total of 97 in the 
herd, etc. 

What is the basis of calculating 
the number of animals in the herd 
for the year? Is it sound practice, 
generally approved, to include in the 
herd the total number of dry cows? 

Suppose we dry up a cow and she 
stays dry for six months and we 
never get her pregnant and sell her, 
do we consider that she has been in 
the herd until we sell her? Are 
heifers considered as part of the 
herd from the day they calve and 
start their lactation and not before? 


I am sure all these questions have 
come up many times and that you 
have an instant answer for them. 
I should be obliged if you would 
give me your opinion on the matter 
or refer me to some one in your of- 
fice who will put me right.

Yearly herd averages in dairy 
herd-improvement associations are 
calculated according to the uniform 
rules of the American Dairy Science 
Association which governs all DHIA 
testing procedure. The method of 
figuring yearly herd averages is as 
follows: 

“The yearly herd average is 
figured on the ‘‘cow-year”’ basis. To 
get the number of cow years, the 
number of months each cow in the 
herd is on test is totaled and this 
total is divided by 12. In case a cow 





is not on test throughout the entire 
year (such as cows purchased or 
sold or that died, or heifers that 
freshen during the year) use the 
number of whole months and divide 
the number remaining days by 30. 
This gives the number of months 
the cow was on test. The total of 
the pounds of milk, pounds of but- 
terfat, etc., divided by the number 
of cow-years gives the herd average 
for the year. 

“Fresh cows that cannot be tested 
on the tester’s last visit of the year 
or cows freshening after the tester’s 
last visit but before the end of the 
year will not receive credit for the 
last testing period’s production un- 
less the owner continues to test the 
following year. In this case the 
records can be completed the first 
test of following year.’’

NEW YORK MILK PRICE $3.48 
FOR JANUARY 


The blended pool price for the 
New York market in January was 
$3.43 per cwt. for milk testing 3.5%, 
delivered to country plant. Produc- 
tion for this market totalled 386, 
781,854 pounds, and had a farm 
value of $13,771,448.37. The feed- 
subsidy payments of 25c per cwt 
added $967,000. (This has since 
been increased to be more in line 
with adjoining states). A total of 
50,445 dairymen shared this pool, 
3,754 less than in January 1943. Dr 
Cc. J. Blanford, Market Administra 
tor, calls attention to the fact that 
the increase in production from De- 
cember to January was more that 
seasonal, and predicts a large sul 
plus in the months of flush produc- 
tion, to be followed by greater short- 
age in the fall. He feels that on 
account of the present small differ- 
ences in price for summer and winter 
milk, more dairymen in this market 
are shifting their herds to spring 
freshening.

0. E. Reed, chief of the Bureau of 
Dairy Industry, recently said: ‘‘As 
for the price that could be paid for 
dried skim milk during this emerg- 
ency, let us look at the prices the 
Government paid in 1942 for other 
dehydrated foods in comparison. The 
buying prices for dried eggs, beef 
and pork were $1.05, $1.04 and 
$1.31 per pound respectively, where- 
as the price for dried skim milk was 
2.8 cents per pound. 

“On the basis of only the calories 
or energy furnished by these prod- 
ucts, the price for eggs, beef and 
pork was more than five times as 
high as the prices for dried skim 
milk. On the basis of both the 
energy and the protein, the price 
paid for dehydrated beef was eleven 
times as high as the price for dried 
skim milk, the price for dried eggs 
was fourteen times as high, and the 
price for dehydrated pork was thirty 
times as high.”’ 

The statement by the Dairy Indus- 
try Committee was issued as a sup- 
plement to the recent suggestions 
made to the War Food Administra- 
tion and OPA for maintaining neces- 
sary production of milk. 

The supplement shows in terms of 
important nutritional elements the 
relative economic value of dairy 
products compared with certain 
other foods. It also shows that with 
the Price increases suggested for 
maintaining production of milk, 
dairy products would then be consid- 


erably less costly as sources of these 
Vital elements.
